Soil Conditions 


In plant life, as well asin animal life, 
the divlogical law that ‘like will produce 
like,"’ holds good, It ie not possible for 
a poor, ill-ehaped scrub animal to pro- 
duce » well developed animal of good 
conformation, nor is it possible for a 
poorly developed seed of low vitality to 
produce seed of the very highest quality. 

A clear conception of the fact that an 
infant plant like an infant animal, re 
quires warmth, air, sunshine, and an 
abundance of eusily-absorbed food, will 
greatly aid in underatanding the condi- 
tions under which it will make the best 
growth, 

Air in the edil in which crops are 
growing ie as essential to the life of the 
animals housed. This ventilation of the 
soil ia needed to supply oxygen required 
in germinating the eeed and to permit 
the roote to live, for they, ae well as the 
leaves niet breathe. It ie slen required 
to supply free nitrogen for the use of the 
free-nitrogen-Gzing germs, and to re- 
move the excers of carbon dioxide which 
ie vet free in the eoil. 


A continuous supply of all the essen: 
tial elemente of plant growth ie abeolute- 
ly necessary, for, if one constituent ie 
present in inenfficient quantity, no 
matter what amount of the other nutri- 
mente may be available, the plant cannot 
he fully developed. Consequently, just 
asa chain is only as strong as ite weakest 
link, ev the crop-producing evil ie limited

Why Cat Apples Tera Coler, 

The rapid change of color in cut ap- 
ples is due to chemical action on the 
exposed surface of the apple after the 
free admission of oxygen and not, as 
was once supposed, to the presence of 
micro-organisms, for if apple pulp is 
Sterilized and Altered the same thing 
happens. The juice of an apple not 
only contains water, sugar and various 
acids, but a etarch which ferments 
when exposed to the air. 

Lindet holds that the fermenting 
matter and the acids also are in dif- 
ferent cells in the uncut apple, but are 
brought into contact as soon as it is 
cut. This is, however, not to the point, 
as the fermenting matter can only at- 
tack the aromatic body in the presence 
of oxygen. So long as the skin of the 
apple is whole no change can take 
place, but immediately this is wound- 
ed the oxygen begins its work, carbon 
dioxide {ip evolved, and the reddish 
brown appearance sets in, especially 
on unripe fruit. 


Why the Mexicans Call Us Gringes.
